Rogers Will Use Sher.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 ~— 
Attorney General William P. 
Rogers is preparing to put an 
old law to a new use in a drive 
to jail labor racketeers. 

He intends to ask federal 
grand juries to indict the 
racketeers under the criminal 
provisions of the 68-year-old 
Sherman Antitrust Act. The 
Government will charge the 
racketeers with having con- 
spired to restrain trade. 

Rogers intends to invoke the 
Sherman act because it is the 
only federal criminal] ‘statute 
that provides for granting im- 
munity to a witness who gives 
self-incriminating evidence. 


Justice Department lawyers 
believe the immunity provision 
will enable the Government to 
circumvent a legal stone wall 
that repeatedly has blocked the 
Senate Rackets Committee in- 
vestigation of labor racketeer- 
ing: Key witnesses time and 
again have claimed the con- 
Stitutional protection of the 
Fifth Amendment and have re- 
fused to answer questions on 
the ground that their replies 
might to tend incriminate them. 

Could Force Testimony. 

Government lawyers are con- 
fident that the immunity pro- 
vision will make it possible for 
a tough judge to demand that 
a recalcitrant witness answer a 
grand jury’s questions under 
the threat of an immediate jail 
sentence for contempt of court. 

The Justice Department in- 
tends to seek indictments. and 
convictions for two main types 
of labor racketeering cases. 

One is the shakedown in 
which a business man pays a 
labor racketeer for protection. | 
The other is the “sweetheart | 
contract” under which a cor- 
rupt union officer signs a sub- 
standard collective bargaining 
agreement in return for a pay- 
off from an employer. 

The maximum penalty for a 
Sherman act violation is a 
$50,000 fine and one year 
jail. The penalty applies to 
each count of an indictment 
and the cases that 
developed by the Justice De- 
partment will have a large 
number of separate counts. 

To Grant Immunity. 

The department will offer 
immunity to a racketeer wit- 
ness in some cases and to a 
business man witness in others. 
It intends to grant immunity 
to the person it considers the | 
least culpable.

30 (AP) — Snow-clogged roads) 


were reopened in the Texas 
Panhandle and New Mexico to- 
day, allowing hundreds of 
stranded motorists to start mov- 
ing slowly along icy roads be- 
tween mountainous drifts.

Power companies late last 
night completed restoration of 
electricity to the 30,000 of Al- 
buquerque’s 68,000 families, 
who were without power for 
varying periods’ after an 11- 
to 15-inch fall blanketed the 
city of 250,000. 

The United States Weather 
Bureau reported all roads in 
the Texas Panhandle into New 
Mexico open but icy this morn- 
ing. That was the area hardest 
hit by the storm. 


eastern New Mexico, had 11 
inches on the ground this 
morning, and 25 inches fell at 
Conchas dam 30 miles to the 
north. Drifts along U.S. 66 in 
the Tucumcari area reached a 
depth of seven feet. 


Some 2250 tourists were 
stranded in the town of 9400 
overnight.

ARMY IS TESTING 
ICE CAP TUNNEL 
AS LIVING SPACE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP) 

The Army Engineers have 
carved out a 1150-foot tunnel 
under the Greenland ice cap to 
try to determine if it would 
be a suitable place to live and 
work. 

The tunnel starts near the 
big Air Force base at Thule, 
on the northwest coast of 
Greenland. It contains three 
huge rooms each 712 feet from 
floor to ceiling, 21 feet wide 
and from 200 to 300 feet long. 

The army conducted similar 
experiments in previous years 
digging much deeper into the 
ice. The tunnel dug this last 
summer is about 60 feet nearer 
the surface of the ice cap than 
the earlier tunnel entrances. 

The engineers reasoned that 


pressure nearer the surface 
would be less than at lower 
depths and that the closure 


rate of the ice, caused by the 
gradual movement of heavy ice 
formations, would be less.

“It also appears to have been 
in violation of Section 308 and 
309 (A) of the Communications 
Act, in that a written applica- | 
tion for Channel 2 was not 
filed by Signal Hill in advance 
of the award to it.” 

A tomparative proceeding be- 
fore the FCC is one in which 
two or more persons or com- 
panies apply for the same tele- | 
vision channel and a hearing 
is held on the comparative 
merits of their applications. 

Under the Commission’s rule- 
making authority, on the other 
hand, the FCC can switch chan- | 
nel allocations from city to/| 
city. This was done in the so- | 
called Springfield to St. Louis | 

“deintermixture” case. 

In an order*issued last Oct. 
20, the Supreme Court set, 
aside the FCC's transfer of | 
Channel 2 from Springfield to 
St. Louis and remanded the 
case to the United States Court 
of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. 

The Supreme Court directed 
that the appellate court con- 
sider testimony given before 
the House subcommittee last 
spring relating to alleged at- 
tempts to exert improper in-| 
fluence on the FCC. 

Referring to the FCC’s ac- 
tion in the Channel 2 matter, 
the staff report states: 

“Mr. Tenenbaum, one of the 
principals of Signal Hill, read- 
ily told the subcommittee of 
many letters, telephone calls, 
and personal visits he made 
with commissioners to advocate 
the shift of Channel 2 to St. 
Louis. 

“He also admitted making 
presents of turkeys, etc., to 
some members of the Commis- 
sion at times when he was an 
interested party in the proceed- 
ings before the commission.” 

The report quotes Tenen- | 
baum as testifying on June 11: 

Then I came here, I 
went into whatever commis- 
sioner’s office I saw on the 
door, and then I went from | 
that commissioner to another 
commissioner and to another 
ome until I saw them all.” 

Discussion With Symington. 

During the Channel 2 in- 
quiry, the Post-Dispatch re- 
ported that Sidney Salomon 
Jr., St. Louis insurance exec- 
utive and former treasurer of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, discussed the Signal 
Hill matter “casually” with 
Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri. in 1955. 

Symington later sent a tele- 
gram to Richard A. Mack, then 
an FCC commissioner, calling 
attention to Signal Hill’s prob- | 
lems and asking that the mat- 
“the consideration 
you believe proper.” 

Symington said later that 
Tenenbaum had sought his as- 
sistance. “He told me of his 
predicament and I said I would 
do my best to help him settle 
the matter on a fair basis,” the 
Senator asserted. 

“This | would do for any con- 
stituent—that’s what I’m here 
for,”” Symington declared. 

Mack, a central figure in the 
subcommittee investigation, re- 
signed from the FCC after it 
was disclosed that he accepted 
money and free stock from a 
lawyer interested in a Miami 
(Fla.) television case. 

The subcommittee staff has 
said that Tenenbaum either 
visited or called Mack at least 
12 times between July 13, 1955. 
and Oct. 22, 1957. The FCC | 
announced the start of its rule- 
making proceeding in the| 
Channel 2 matter on June 26, | 
1956. 

Turning to the Channel 11 |

Tit for Tat 


The letter of Dr. Arthur Neil- 
eon, president of the St. Louis 
Medical Society, stimulated some 
thoughts which I am sure will be 
agreeable to him. 

We have seen the loss of ini- 
tiative in another profession which 
has been socialized. Only now, 
and after reading Dr. Neilson’s 
letter, has it become apparent to 
me how this situation can be recti- 
fied. 

What we need in short is edu- 
eation insurance. The rates should 
be based approximately on the 
same system which is used for 
medical insurance, that is, suffi- 
cient to pay only a small portion 
of the need. 


The insurance should be used 
to cover nominally the costs of 
education to whatever level the 
students may aspire, and a family 
would be charged according to the 
number of children. 


There should be a clear under- 
standing that the insurance would 
not tend to fix the costs of the 
service, and the educator would 
feel free to raise or lower the fee 
depending on the income of the 
family of the student. 


When we plunge into this plan 
we could free productive _re- 
sources in a number of scientific 
fields in which resources are cur- 
rently being used doing house- 
hold chores and trying to find a 
summer job to pay off the in- 
evitable winter debts 

The restoration of initiative to 
the teaching profession would in 
turn give those of us who teach 
a little spare time which we could 
devote to those who couldn't nor- 
matly afford education, because 
the restoration of intiative would 
certainly mean enough salary to 
have spare time. 


All a student would have to do 
to avail himself of the reduced or 
free service would be to appear 
with his parents before the pros- 
pective educator and _ discuss 
frankly the family financial situa- 
tion. I shoulti point out the ad- 
vantage of being able to choose 
_ your own educator with this plan. 

I urge all professional and edu- 
cational societies to consider this 
plan and the end of the present 
“socialized” educational methods 
with their attendant loss of ‘ini- 
tiative and other evil features.

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Liberals vs. Old Guard 


Republican liberals have assured a show- 
down for the Republican leadership in the 
Senate. They have chosen Senator Cooper of 
Kentucky, one of the ablest men in either 
party, to oppose Senator Dirksen of Illinois, 
who seeks the post that Senator Knowland 
of California is vacating. The liberals also 
have selected Senator Kuchel of California 
for the whip, Dirksen’s present post. 

The more this situation is studied the more 
incredible it is that President Eisenhower has 
not supported a liberal Republican. The cun- 
trast in the records of Senator Dirksen and 
Senator Aiken of Vermont, Who may be taken 
as symbolic of the liberal Republicans, ought 
to convince anyone who thinks of the Repub- 
lican party's future. 

Senator Dirksen is now trying to present 
himself as an Eisenhower Republican. He 
points to statistics which show that he sup- 
ported the President 78 per cent of the time 
in the 1953-54 Congress, 81 per cent in 
1955-56 and 88 per cent in 1957-58. Senator 
Aiken's presidential support score in the same 
Congresses was 81 per cent, 85 per cent and 
74 per cent. 

The Dirksen score begins to fall away on 
analysis. Take foreign policy issues, for ex- 
ample. On these Aiken supported President 
Eisenhower 93 per cent of the time in the last 
Congress and 94 per cent in the preceding 
Congress. Dirksen’s support in the same two 
Congresses was 91 per cent and 85 per cent. 

Individual tests, furthermore, tell more 
about the two Senators and support of the 
President on crucial votes than do overall 
Statistics. One of the first foreign policy 
tests for Mr. Eisenhower came with his ap- 
pointment of Charles E. Bohlen as Ambassa- 
dor to Moscow in 1953. Aiken supported the 
President. Dirksen voted to repudiate Mr. 
Eisenhower's choice. 

. . . 

In the same year another important test 
came on the vote on the ratification of the 
status-of-forces treaty. Dirksen opposed the 
President. Aiken backed up Mr. Eisenhower 
and helped bring about ratification. It was 
the same on the vote in 1956 on the Presi- 
dent's appointment of Paul G. Hoffman to 
be the United States representative at the 
U.N. Dirksen voted to reject. Aiken voted to 
approve 

All things considered, the most important 
foreign affairs test in the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration was that in 1954 on the Bricker 
amendment to restrict the influence and effec- 
tiveness of the President in his conduct of for- 
eign relations. Dirksen was a ringleader in the 
maneuvers to put the amendment through 
over the combined opposition of.the Presi- 
dent. the Secretary of State and the Attorney 
General. Aiken supported the President. 
Since Bricker’s monkey-wrench amendment 
failed by only one vote, the Vermont Republi- 
can can say that his vote, cast in opposition 
to Dirksen’s, spared the White House a vote 
of “no confidence” utterly without precedent 
in American history. 

The Dirksen performance is one of blowing 
first hot and then cold. As a House member 
he started out isolationist, then he became 
a convert to international co-operation and 
foreign aid. When he ran for the Senate in 
1950 he switched back to isolationism. Now 
he favors international co-operation once 
more. Aiken’s record is consistently in sup- 
port of the role of the United States as a 
world leader. 

* * 

On domestic issues it is less easy to assess 
the record in terms of presidential support. 
At the outset of the last session, Dirksen op- 
posed the consideration of new rules that 
would have led to limitation of the filibuster 
(he now has reversed himself). Aiken favored 
the rule change, but President Eisenhower 
took no position. Dirksen voted for the 1956 
natural gas grab bill, Aiken voted against it 
and the White House took no position on its 
merits. Aiken has favored a federal dam at 
Hell's Canyon and TVA expansion, both op- 
posed by the White House and Dirksen. Do- 
mestically the difference between the two is 
the difference between Republican liberalism 
and Old Guard standpatism. 

In 1952 Dirksen fought up to the last min- 
ute with the rest of the Old Guard against 
the nomination of President Eisenhower at 
the Chicago convention. Aiken on the other 
hand was an original Eisenhower supporter. 
Aiken was one of those who brought about 
the President's nomination, Dirksen one of 
those who did his best to prevent it. 

A fair sum-up is this: Aiken has been for 
Eisenhower and his major policies, particu- 
larly in the crucial field of foreign affairs, as 
a matter of positive belief and conviction. 
Dirksen has opposed the President on some 
of the most critical of tests, but now largely 
as a matter of personal accommodation to ex- 
pediency is compiling a record of increasing 
Statistical support. 


So It's Not Art 


As the Civil War i§ constantly being re- 
fought, so goes the St. Lous war over the 
Gen. Nathaniel Lyon monument. Guns are 
being unlimbered again because the Land 
Clearance Agency in its authoritative way 
has decreed that the bronze must go—it cares 
not where. 

The statue stands in the Camp Jackson me- 
morial triangle opposite the red-brown mass 
of St. Louis University. This is part of the 
Mill Creek area, so the LCA has been asking 
around whether somebody would not like to 
have the figure of the man who saved St. 
Louis and Missouri for the Union. It is disap- 
pointing that no taker came forward immedi- 
ately—not even the university whose students, 
when sunk in the slough of examinations, 
have but to glance across the street and 
smile again. 

What of the countless thousands of the 
long, long future? Are they not to smile at 
a man larger than his half-horse; at an animal 
which, misshapen as it may be, can go in 
two directions at once? What of the sculp- 
tural balance of Grand avenue? Farther south 
sits Naked Truth, accepted reluctantly be- 
cause the sculptor showed too much. Do we 
not need the counter-weight of the sculpture 
which shows too little? 

“A desecration of a public place, a piece 
of absolute incompetence,” Edmund H. Wuer- 
pel, dean of the Washington University art 
school, called the monument 30 years ago. 
Those with a fine eye still agree. Among 
the early volunteers in the Lyon war, only 
Mayor Victor Miller was hopelessly wrong. 
“People,” he said, “can look the other way.” 

Utterly bad advice. Unwittingly, the Mayor 
was in Dean Wuerpel’s camp. He was assum- 
ing that the monumental must always be beau- 
tiful. This is too dour a view for a generation

Merger’s Unbalanced Majority 
Does the 11-to-8 Freeholder majority favor- 
ing a city-county merger represent a fair indi- 
cation of the plan's acceptability at the polls? 
Some of the Freeholders are arguing that 
it does. They regard the board as represent- 
ative of thé electorate—almost a microcosm 
of the registration lists in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county. And in their view a majority 
within the board for a particular plan can 


be translated to mean a majority for the plan 


at the polls. 

The error in this thinking is that the final 
plan will not be submitted to the people of 
city and county in a single election. It will 
be submitted in separate elections in each 
jurisdiction. It must be approved in each 
before it can become effective. 

When this condition is applied to the Free- 
holder vote, the result is _ illuminating. 
While the city Freeholders stand 7-to-2 for the 
city absorbing the county and all 97 county 
municipalities, the county Freeholders have 
lined up 6-to-3 against any such plan. 

Perhaps significantly, this is almost exactly 
the same proportion by which county voters 
killed a merger plan in 1926. With 67 per 
cent of its registration turning out, the county 
in 1926 said No to merger by a ratio of 2 to 1. 
Twenty-two per cent of the citys voting 
strength turned out and merger won in the 
city by 7 to 1. In the area as a whole it had 
a 2 to 1 majority, but this did not count. 

The anti-merger stand of the board’s county 
delegation is merely another sign in a grow- 
ing number that indicate merger does not co- 
incide with the will of this metropolitan com- 
munity. Others include the informal poll of 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey, the near- 
unanimous position of the new County Coun: 
cil and County Supervisor, and the advice of 
most officials from the county who have testi- 
fied before the Freeholders. 

The Freeholders also ought to reflect on 
the basic fact of their existence. The board 
was not created to draft a plan for sweeping 
changes in the established patterns of mu- 
nicipal and school district government, as 
would follow from merger. It was created 
to pave the way for solving those few major 
problems that neither city nor county alone 
has the power to handle, including transit 
and traffic control. ; 

A metropolitan district of limited powers, 
such as that recommended by the university- 
sponsored Metropolitan Survey, is sufficient 
to accomplish the specific tasks that must be 
accomplished if this area is to grow and pros- 
per as it should. The Freeholders would be 
prudent to re-examine their merger majority 
and then take a second look at the metropoli- 
tan district. 


The ‘Labor Vote’ 

Republican headquarters in Washington is 
said to believe that the so-called “labor vote” 
accounted for half of the 6,000,000-vote mar- 
gin piled up nationally by Democratic con- 
gressional candidates last November. This 
is a different tune from 1952. After the 
Eisenhower landslide that vear, G.O.P. spokes- 
men proudly proclaimed that labor could not 
deliver a significant vote. 

Actually there is little evidence in either 
the ‘52 or '58 returns that Americans can be 
lined up and voted in a wholesale manner as 
pressure blocs. The Republicans won in in- 
dustrial areas in ‘52 and lost in the same 
areas in '58, but also lost in Kansas, Nebraska 
and the Dakotas, where organized labor is not 
strong. 

In both elections the “labor vote” seems to 
have been simply part of the tide. Union 
members voted much as other citizens voted, 
being influenced by a variety of issues other 
than direct economic self-interest. Our gov- 
ernment is healthier for that. 


Senator Pentland’s Example 

State Senator Robert Pentland’s decision to 
support the city’s earnings tax bill is a notable 
gain. The south side Democrat had opposed 
the measure in the last session on the ground 
it did not provide either a sliding scale based 
on income or deductions for dependents. 

After giving the proposal further thought 
he concluded, quite properly, that there was 
no reason that he should block a bill that 
essentially will leave the question of the tax 
to the people. The bill merely would permit 
the Aldefmen to submit the question of an 
increased tax, with or without exemptions or 
a sliding scale. The referendum would be in 
the form of an amendment to the City Char- 
ter, and that would require a 60 per cent 
favorable majority at the polls. 

If St. Louis’s six other state senators and 
its 18 state representatives were to adopt a 
similar attitude, Gov. Blair would be duty 
bound under a previous pledge to help get 
the measure through the Legislature. That 
just might be sufficient for adoption of a 
measure of paramount importance to the 
city’s financial stability. 


No Arms for Cuba 

Heavy fighting in Cuba argues for the 
“hands-off” policy which the United States 
declared months ago in the civil war. The 
outcome of the war is in doubt, the sentiments 
of the Cuban people are in doubt, and it 
would be unwise for a friendly power to seem 
to choose sides. 

Nevertheless, the state policy of non-inter- 
vention has recently been attacked by a 
United States Senator speaking in the United 
States Embassy in Cuba. Senator Allen J. 
Eliender of Louisiana said he had not “heard 
of any fighting” and that, since there was no 
civil war, the United States should sell arms 
to President Batista “for internal security.” 
Mr. Ellender further deplored the burning of 
sugar mills and cane fields and called the 
Castro revolutionaries a “group of bandits.” 

Senator Ellender has long been interested 
in sugar policy and quotas, by which Cuban 
and American sugar producers share the 
American market. But sugar policy does not 
sweeten the kind of foreign policy which the 
Senator pro , based entirely on the propa- 
ganda of Batista dictatorship. Selling 

rms to Batista would be taken as a sign of 

rican aid for a dictator. No greater error 
could be made with respect to Latin America,

Why Is Mr. Eisenhower Avoiding the Press? ¥ 


President Misses Opportunities to Learn the People’s Views

As he heads for the start of his 
seventh year in the White House, 
President Eisenhower seems to be- 
come more and more averse to meet- 
ing with reporters. He has held only 
two news conferences since Election 
Day on Nov. 4, and only 21 in the 
whole of 1958. 

Why this seeming reluctance to 
meet with those who serve here in 
Washington as the 
eyes and ears of 
the American peo- 
The Mirror ple? The explana- 

tion may lie in a 
of remark that Gen. 
Eisenhower made 
in November, 
1952, not long aft- 
er his election to 
the presidency. He was in Augusta, 
Ga., and there was a rumor about 
that he might abolish the institution 
of the presidential news conference. 
He made it clear that this was false. 
He certainly was going to hold news 
conferences, he said, but he thought 
he would hold them only when he 
had something worthwhile to an- 
nounce. 


By this remark the soldier-states- 
man showed that his conception of 
the presidential news conference was 
altogether different from that of his 
immediate predecessors. 

Washington reporters don’t go to a 
presidential news conference simply 
to hear an announcement; an an- 
nouncement could come from the of- 
fice of the White House press secre- 
tary, or, for that matter, from a ste- 
nographer or mimeograph operator.

“You, more than you realize, have 
been giving me a great deal of in- 
formation about what the people of 
this country are thinking.” 

President Truman saw the news 
conference in the same way that 
F.D.R. did. He said he learned more 
about what was on the minds of the 
American people from the give and 
take with reporters than he learned 
in any other way. 

Asked late in 1952 whether he 
thought regular presidential news 
conferences helped in the function- 
ing of government, the Missourian 
said: 

“Yes, I really do. It is one way the 
President has to get his ideas over 
in the way that people can under- 
stand. I have had just about as much 
fun out of them as you have had.” 

It is hard to imagine President Eis- 
enhower calling his news conferences 
“fun.” Very ‘obviously he regards

Welcome as these reforms may 
have been, President Eisenhower 
continues to be less accessible to 
reporters than any occupant of the 
White House in 25 years.

month), but a wall 
has been erected 
around him that 
did not exist in 
the previous Ad- 
ministration.

4-Hour, 5-Set Match 


BRISBANE. Australia, Dec. 30 ‘(AP)}—America’s Ham Rich- 
ardson and Alex Olmedo made a dramatic—almost impossible— 
comeback just when all seemed lost today and won the doubles 
over Mal Anderson and Neale Fraser to move within one step 
of recapturing the Davis Cup from Australia. 


Behind two sets and their 
backs squarely up against the 
wall, Richardson, the No. 1 
player in the United States, 
and Olmedo, the borrowed 
Peruvian, won an exhausting 
four-hour marathon, 10-12, 3-6, 
16-14, 6-3, 7-5. It was the long- 
est match in cup doubles his- 
tory. 

The longest previous dou- 
bles match was an 8l-game 
affair in the 1923 challenge 
round at Forest Hills, N.Y., 
when Bill Tilden and R. Norris 
Williams outlasted Australia’s 
James O. Anderson and John 
B. Hawkes, 17-15, 11-13, 2-6, 
6-3, 6-2. 

The triumph gave the Yanks 
a 2-1 lead in the best-of-five 
competition and puts them in 
a favorable position to clinch 
the international tennis trophy 
in the final singles tomorrow. 

Olmedo. who scored a sen- 
gational first-day victory over 
Anderson, will play Wimbledon 
Champion Ashley Cooper in the 
first match, while Barry Mac- 
Kay of Dayton, Ohio, will meet 
weary, harried Anderson tm the 
final test. 

Americans Confident. 

The confident American camp 
is sure the 22-year-old Olmedo 
who is playing brilliant tennis, 
will whip Cooper, the world's 
top amateur, and make the 
final match a mere formality. 

But even if he fails, the most 
rabid Australians concede that 
MacKay, with his booming serv-

King wrote that an out- 
sider would not be able to 
analyze this affinity ef the 
Baltimore people for pro 
football, pointing out that the 
fans had been treated poorly. 
In the A.A.C. the Colts had-a 
three-year record of 10 vic- 
tories, 30 defeats. In the Na- 
tional Football League in 
1950. it was worse. The team 
won one, lost 11. 

“Abe Watner, a cemetery 
owner, backed the Colts in 
1950.” King related. “He 
moved their headquarters to 
the cemetery office to cut 
expenses. Then he proved 
the Colts were dead by sell- 
ing the franchise and prayers 
to the league for $50,000. 

Watner’s board of direc- 
tors battled to bring the team 
back. They hired a lawyer 
who filed suit against the 
NFL for illegal purchase of 
the club’? assets on the 
grounds, apparently valid, 
that Watner had no right to 
sell. 

Pushing suit, one of the 
Colts directors agreed to call 
off the court. case if Balti- 
more guaranteed to sell 15,- 
000 season tickets and if 
Commissioner Bert Bell then 


would return the franchise. . 


Baltimore never had _ sold 
more than 6700 season tickets 
and Bell, annoyed at the suit, 
saw an opening to escape 
court. He accepted the con- 
ditions. 

“In one month,” wrote 
King, “Bruce Livie, another 
director, sold all 15,000 tick- 
ets for almost $300,000 cash. 
Livie did this in December 
during the Christmas buying 
season, among citizens who 
had no team and didn’t know 
what kind of squad they 
might get.” 

Baltimore drew the weak 
Dallas franchise in 1953, but 
it was back in the football 
big league. Bell helped im- 
measurably. He persuaded 
Rosenbloom, a wealthy and 
busy textile man, to head the 
operation. He pulled in Don 
Kellett to serve as general 
manager:

THE PAST 12 months have 
been among the most momen- 
tous in the history of science. 

Future historians may se- 
lect Oct. 4, 1957—the day Rus- 
sia launched its first sputnik— 
as the official beginning of 
the space age, but 1958 was 


the year it began bearing 
fruit. 
In the past 12 months we 


have learned more about the 
composition of outer space— 
its temperature, radiation, mi- 
crometeorites—than man could 
glean through 5000 years of 
deduction and guesswork. 


We went up there. We saw 
for ourselves. 

Not man himself, to be sure. 
That will come next year when 
the X-15 plane carries a man 
higher than ever before, and 
in subsequent years when man 
orbits his own terrain and en- 
deavors to break the earth's 
gravitational chain to explore 
other planets. 

But this year saw man’s in- 
struments go higher than man 
dreamed possible, and the in- 
formation they brought back 
was of inestimable importance. 

Let's review the year’s space 
events. 

Before 1957 ended, Russia 


had put two satellites into 
orbit. The first soared 560 
miles from earth, the second 
1056. This second satellite 


carried Laika, the most cele- 
brated dog in history. 

The first successful United 
States satellite—Explorer I— 
left its launching pad Jan. 31, 
1958. Its apogee was 1587 
miles. It was followed on 
March 17 by the Navy’s tem- 
peramental “baby” Vanguard, 
which went into orbit 2466 
miles from earth. 

Since then, Explorers III and 
IV have joined the United 
States satellites in orbit. On 
May 15 Russia launched Sput- 
nik III weighing 2919 pounds 
and orbiting at an apogee of 
1168 miles. 

It was the last Russian 
satellite to be launched this 
year. 

The United States series of 
“moon probes,” which were 
qualified successes, began Oct. 
11 when Pioneer blasted 71,300 
miles away from the earth—a 
record distance. It plunged 
back into the atmosphere to 
disintegrate. Another Pioneer, 
launched Dec. 6, went an esti- 
mated 65,000 miles before it 
suffered a similar fate. ° 

The crowning space event of 
the year occurred, of course, 
just 10 days ago. And the 
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Since Oct. 


4, 1957, Russia has launched three satellites and the United States has put up 


five—the last being, of course, the huge last stage of an Atlas ICBM. In addition, the 
United States has shot Pioneer rockets to the highest point ever reached by man's instru- 


United States took the honors. 

In the early evening of Dec. 
18, President Eisenhower an- 
nounced the Air Force had put 
into orbit a satellite weighing 
about four and a half tons— 
the Jargest satellite in history, 
more than three times larger 
that Russia’s Sputnik III. The 
satellite was the final stage of 
an Atlas ICBM. 

What did these historic ex- 
plorations reveal? 

First they showed that sci- 
entists had underestimated the 
radiation hazard of outer space. 

At altitudes below 600 miles, 
satellite findings confirmed 
data obtained from balloon 
and high - altitude rocket 
studies. But at altitudes over 
600 miles, the satellites en- 
countered a sudden increase in 
low energy electrons. These 
produced X-rays with a count- 
ing rate of over 100 times that 
expected from cosmic rays. 


ments. 


This radiation, moreover, ap- 
parently does not consist of 
light rays. It penetrates the 
very shell of the satellite and 
therefore must be made up of 
particles of great penetrating 
power. 

These particles were former- 
ly believed to be merely elec- 
trons, but recent data suggest 
there may be protons, too, pro- 
duced by the disintegration of 
neutrons created by cosmic 
rays. 

What are the biological im- 
plications of this intense radia- 
tion (which, incidentally, sci- 
entists believe decreases at 
about 40,000 miles)? 

Radiation uncovered by the 
Explorers reveals a dosage of 
60 milliroentgens per hour 
Thus a human being spending 
only two hours in the radia- 
tion belt has exceeded his safe 
limit for a week.

Fortunes Good for Chinese Cookie Bakers

SAN FRANCISCO, 
Dec. 30 (UPI). 
BUSINESS IS BOOMING at 


the four bakeries in San Fran- 


cisco’s Chinatown which have 
been made famous by the gag, 
“Help, help, I'm being held 
prisoner in a Chinese cookie 
factory.” 

Every day the bakeries, all 
family run, turn out more than 
50,000 of the crisp, clam-shaped 
cookies with the printed prov- 
erb or fortune inside. One 
owner said his output has 
doubled in two years. 

The vanilla-flavored fortune 
cookies were adapted from tra- 
ditional egg rolls by Chinese 
immigrants to this country, ac- 
cording to Ernie Louie of the 
Lotus Cakes Co. 

They were first used for New 


Year's greetings. later for good 
luck wishes and the finishing 
touch to Chinese meals. Gradu- 
ally they caught the fancy of 
Americans all over the country, 
who in addition to eating them 
at meals use them to announce 
engagements and births and for 
other special occasions. 


Louie’s firm is one of the big- 
gest bakers of fortune cookies 
in Chinatown, turning out 20.- 
000 a day. The sweet smell of 
baking cookies can be noticed 
two blocks away from his plant. 

The cookies are made in 90 
tiny waffle-like ovens mounted 
on a slowly revolving wheel 
nine feet in diameter, The 
batter of flour, eggs, sugar, 
vanilla and butter is poured in 
each oven and a lid drops 
over it. The ovens muve in a 
slow circuit over a’ gas flame 
which bakes the cokkies.

How to Cut Heating Costs

BY THIS TIME most of us 
have received a few bills for 
heating fuel and this makes us 
more interested than usual in 
Ways and means of saving heat. 
There are two very excellent 
ways to cut down on heating- 
fuel consumption. 

You can save considerable 
heat simply. by not heating 
rooms or areas that don’t need 
heat: For example, a heated 
Sarage is not necessary if a car 
is properly winterproofed. It 
may be nice to have a warm 
garage, but if you want to save 
money, better let it be cold 

Many homes have attics which 
are not used for any purpose 
than for storage. You can save 
a lot of fuel by insulating the 
attie floor, weatherstripping 
the door into the attic afid clos- 
ing up any other openings be- 
tween house proper and attic. 

Many attics have insulation 
between the roof rafters, and 
while this helps reduce heat 


loss from the house, you are 
still having to heat the attic. 
Additional insulation between 
the attic floor joists will elim- 
inate this waste. 


In older, larger homes there 
are often one or more rooms 
that are unused most of the 
time. The heat in these rooms 
can be turned off and the doors 
weatherstripped to prevent heat 
from the rest of the house seep- 
ing into the cold rooms. 


A lot of heat is wasted in 
homes simply because the damp- 
er in the fireplace is left open 
when the fireplace is not in 
use. Be sure the damper is 
closed when there is no fire. 
If you have a fresh-air fiend 
in the family who likes to sleep 
with all the bedroom windows 
wide open, explain to him that 
if this is the way he wants 
things to be, the heat in his 
room will be turned off the 
rest of the winter so as not to 
waste any more heat than nee- 
essary.

The Rev. Dr. Lorenz F. Blankenbuehler Started Out to Be Minister But Got Sidetracked

WHEN the Rev. Dr. Lorenz 
F. Blankenbuehler appeared 
before a faculty committee of 
the University of Oregon to be 
examined for a master’s de- 
gree, one of his inquisitors was 
the late Ernest Sutherland 
Bates, author, editor and pro- 
fessor, The St. Louis editor of 
the Lutheran Witness, then 
teaching at Portland, Ore., was 
taking his master’s in English 
and German. But Bates wanted 
the fun of tripping up a gradu- 
ate student who had a “Rever- 
end” in front of his name. 


Bates, without warning, put 
an unexpected question that 
had nothing to do with the 
subjects under examination: 
“Do you believe there is jus- 
tice in the world?” 


Dr. Blankenbuehler remem- 
bers that rough oral examina- 
tion and Bates baiting him, 
though it took place more than 
40 years ago. 


“Bates was editor of ‘The 
Bible Designed to Be Read as 
Living Literature,’ and author 
of ‘Biography of the Bible,’ but 
he was a thoroughgoing agnos- 
tic.” Dr. Blankenbuehler said 
in an interview, “When I said 
‘yes’ to his question about jus- 
tice, he snapped back at me. 
‘How much justice do you see?’ 
But that part of my examina- 
tion went no farther; other 
examiners took over.” 

The Witness editor is one of 
those men who chose one ca- 
reer and got another—that’'s 
how he happened to be in 
Oregon. 

“I was graduated from Con- 
cordia Theological Seminary in 
1911, when it was on South 
Jefferson avenue. I was headed 
for the Lutheran ministry, but 
I got sidetracked,” he explains. 

He taught in the high school 
department of Concordia Col- 
lege, Portland, from 1911 to 
1921, and at Concordia College. 
St’ Paul, Minn., from 1921 to 
1941. From 1941 to 1952 he was 
editorial chief of Concordia 
Publishing House, St. Louis. 
He has been editor of the Luth- 
eran Witness since 1952. 

Witness, official organ of the 
Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod, is a magazine for lay 
people and has a circulation of 
470,000, one of the largest re- 
ligious papers in the United 
States. Pastors are expected to 
read Concordia Theological 
Monthly; and it’s just too bad 
if their seminary - taught 
Hebrew and Greek are rusty. 

“TI wanted to use my theology 
which I had studied at the 
seminary and never had a 
chance to put to use, because 
I didn’t go into the ministry,” 
the Rev. Dr. Blankenbuehler 
said. “So I decided to write a 
Ph.D. thesis on the religious 
elements in early American 
novels, the period from 1789 to 
1830. I believe I’m the only 
man in the country who has 
read all those 186 early Ameri- 
can novels. I read them in li- 
braries in many states, includ- 
ing the Library of Congress, 
Washington, D.C 

“I have all my notes on 
those novels in the attic at 
home. But my thesis was never 
finished. 

“Only a few of the 186 early 
novels are good: most of them 
are saccharine. There was a 
strong prejudice against read- 
ing novels in our early history, 
so an author had to write a 
foreword giving assurance that 
reading his novel wouldn't 
harm the faith and morals of 
a good Christian. 

“The first American novel 
was William Hill Brown's ‘The 
Power of Sympathy,’ 1789. One 
of the few good ones was 
Charles Brockden Brown's 
‘Wieland,’ a thriller, 1798. A 
Roman Catholic novel, ‘Father 
Roland,’ told of the conversion 
of an entire family to the 
Catholic faith. 

“Some of the novels reflect 
the historic controversy be- 
tween the Unitarians and the 
Trinitarian Conevregationalists. 

“I buy the modern novels, 
too,” Dr. Blankenbuehler con- 
tinued. “I have stacks of them 
in my library at home .and in 
the basement and attic. I'm

TOPPING THE LIST of the 
10 best tournament players of 
the year are Leonard B. Har- 
mon and Ivar Stakgold of 
Washington, who won three 
national bridge championships 
and placed high in two others. 
Harmon, 39, an insurance exec- 
utive, and Stakgold, 33, a Navy 
statistician, won the Vander- 
bilt teams, the Winter master 
teams and placed high in the 
Spring men’s pairs. Harmon, in 
addition, won 767 master points 
during the year—more than 
any other player. 

The third highest-ranking 
player for the year is Norman 
Kay, Merchantville, N.J., a cus- 
tomer’s man. Kay, as well as 
Harmon and Stakgold, plays 
the Kaplan-Sheinwold System, 
which is built around the weak 
one no-trump opening bid—12- 
14 points. He won the Spring 
men’s pairs, was runner-up in 
the Vanderbilt teams and Sum- 
mer men’s pairs, tied for sec- 
ond in the men’s. teams and 
finished fourth in the Winter 
master teams. 


Fourth on the list is John 
Gerber of Houston, author of 
the Gerber Slam Convention, 
which works similarly to Black 
wood but at a lower level. Ger- 
ber won the Spring mixed 
pairs and finished near the top 


‘in four other contests. 


Edgar Kaplan, a member of 
The Card School faculty, is 
fifth. He also won one event— 
Spring open teams—and placed 
high in four others. Co-author 
with Alfred Sheinwold of “How 


_ to Play Winning Bridge,” pub- 


lished by Fleet Publishing 
Corp., he won a record total of 
807% master points in 1957. 

Sidney Silodor, Philadelphia 
bridge authority, is sixth on 
the list.

“There is our Chaucerian 
authority for the double nega- 
tive—‘nowhere was not,’” Dr.

“One summer I read all of 
Chaucer, 42,700 lines, without 
looking up one word, he said. 
(He taught Chaucer, his fa- 
vorite, for many years in high 
school and college). “After 
awhile you get the spirit of 
Chaucer; the same words keep 
recurring, and you can go on 
reading.” 


The Lutheran editor is an 
authority not only on the early 
American novel, but also on our 
poetry of the same period. His 
long essay on “Religious Verse 
in America, e1785-1832,.” was 
published in the Lutheran 
Scholar, of which he is man- 
aging editor. 


“Most of the versifiers deal, 
in one form or another, direct- 
ly or indirectly, with religion,” 
he wrote. “Practically all (such 
verse) is mediocre.” 

Popular themes for early 
American poetry were Judg- 
ment Day. events of the Old 
and New Testaments, the prov- 
idence of God, and life after 
death. 

The versatile editor-scholar 
has collected many old and 
rare books, and in several lan- 
guages He was teaching at 
St. Paul when the English lin- 
er Queen Mary made its maid- 
en voyage in 1936. A St. Paul 
book dealer sent an order to 
a London bookseller to ship 
“a hogshead of old or second- 
hand books” on the new ship. 
The books went on display in 
St. Paul, and the Lutheran 
professor picked up some of 
his most valuable books. One 
was Catherine Winkworth’s 
English translation of German 
hymns; 73 of them are in the 
Lutheran hymnal, of which Dr. 
Blankenbuehler has been an 
editor. s

book collector and bookworm 
is also a hawkshaw for words.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30. 


I RETURNED to New York City Monday after a long 
and pleasant vacation in Hyde Park. There were so many 
young people and so much going on there, but I think 
everyone got some rest and it is wonderful to return to 
the city and find that 
one can buy newspapers 
again. 

Many of us have never 
experienced a period — 
such as the past few 
weeks during the New 
York newspaper strike— 
without news except 
through radio and TY, 
and we did not find it a 
pleasant experience. 
really serious side, of 
course, was the effect 
this strike had on adver- 
tising, which affected

business, kept people from going to theaters and meant that 
a great many public and even social affairs could not be 
publicized. 


There are many countries throughout the world where 
you can be for weeks and have no news of the outside 
world, but to have it happen to you in New York is un- 
expected and unpleasant—even if it was not a complete 
blackout—and it certainly did not make good feeling either 
between the newspapers and their employes or between the 
different groups of employes on the papers, many of whom 
were thrown out of work at a time when they could least 
afford to be out of work. 


If labor leaders are wise, I think they will look 
into this strike with great care and try to avoid 
anything of the kind again. I realize that some of 
their leaders must have thought they had a bet- 
ter chance of winning their points if they struck at 
a time when it would be most inconvenient and 
damaging to their employers. 


As a matter of fact, I think they succeeded only in 
rousing the public to resentment. 
made, when the cost is passed on to the public, as it surely 


will be, will mot be acvepted wich complacency. 


I am sure there must be better ways of settling real 


disagreements than the costly and stupid method adopted | 


by the newspaper union that caused the suspension of pub- 
lication. If we here at home—talking the same language 
and having the same interests—cannot find better ways of 
meeting our problems than this type of fight, how on earth 
can we ever expect to find ways of settling differences be- 
tween countries? 


This is, to me, the discouraging aspect always 
of not being able to win agreements on our own 
difficulties. They are bound to occur, but we must 
find better ways of settlement.

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Hoot Gibson Back in Movies

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 30 (AP). 


HOOT GIBSON is back be- 
fore the movie cameras, and 
that news should evoke a flock | 


of memories from veteran 
movie-goers.

Gibson Westerns have been a 
staple in the television market 
since the early days of the 
medium. 

How does he look? Older, of | 
course. Hoot marked his sixty- 
sixth birthday last August.

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Snow-Free Areas

PEOPLE WHO LIVE in 
areas where it snows may fail 
to realize that a vast part of 
the earth is free of snow the 
year around, 


Except for some high areas, 
snow never falls in the Torrid 
Zone. Neither does it fall in 
some parts of the North Tem- 
perate and South Temperate 
zones. All of Florida is outside 
the Torrid Zone, but the south- 
ern end of the state never has 
snow. Even northern Florida 
rarely has snowfall. A man 
who has lived in Jacksonville, 
Fla., all his life, told me the 
other day that he had seen 
snow in his home town only 
once. 


Some years ago a snowfall 
took place in Los Angeles. A 
theater audience received 
the news, then stopped 
watching the motion picture 
to go outdoors and observe 
nature’s little show. Los An- 
geles would be better off if 
enough snow fell there to 
clear its air of smog.
